Lompoc Navy 
man dies in 
Spain crash 


Representatives of the U.S. Navy 
Department notified Mr. and Mrs. Ray 
Wolfe of Lompoc Monday afternoon that 
their son. Chief Petty Officer Rodney L. 
Wolfe. 33, was killed in the collision of a 
U.S. Navy launch and a Spanish freighter 
in Barcelona Harbor. 
He was one of 23 victims of the crash 
who had been identified shortly after be­ 
ing recovered from the harbor. 
CPO Wolfe was a 1961 graduate of 
Lompoc High School. He entered the 
Navy shortly after his graduation and 
had served in Puerto Rico. Newport, R. 
I. and Key West. Fla., before his present 
assignment. 
He was born in Artesia and came to 
Lompoc with his family in 1959 
He was married to the former 
Adelaiada Romero and they lived in Nor­ 
folk 
Va. He leaves two daughters, 
Sheree. 11 and Danette 9. 
Besides his parents he also is survived 
by two sisters, Mrs. Kathy Capshaw and 
Judy Wolfe, and his maternal grand­ 
parents. Mr. and Mrs. L. E Burnett of 
Artesia 


BARCELONA, Spain (U P I) - 
Frogmen searching the muddy bottom of 
Barcelona harbor today recovered 20 
more bodies of the nearly 50 U.S. sailors 
and marines drowned in the collision of 
their launch with a Spanish freighter. 
With search operations suspended until 
Wednesday, a U.S. Consulate spokesman 
said tonight the official toll in Monday’s 
disaster stood at 44 dead and five miss­ 
ing. 
The victims belonged to the crews of 
6th Fleet units on a goodwill visit to 
Barcelona. The launch had been return­ 
ing the servicemen to their ships when 
the accident occurred. 
The consulate spokesman said the 
bodies were being flown to the Torrejon 
air force base for embalming and return 
to the United States. 
The names of the victims will be an­ 
nounced only after the next of kin have 
been notified, the spokesman said. 
For many of the servicemen, assigned 
to the helicopter carrier Guam and the 
amphibian dock ship Trenton, it was 
their first shore leave in Barcelona — 
Spain s busiest port city. 
About 120 were aboard the launch 
when it left the main pier in an apparent 
attempt to return the men to their ships 
before the 2 a.m. curfew Monday. 
“It was going very fast,” said a 
veteran harbor pilot, who asked not to be 
identified. “Going out toward the war­ 
ships, the launch had to turn around a 
finger of land at almost a right angle. It 
came around just as the freighter was 
coming into the bend from the other 
side.” 
Survivors said the coxswain of the 
launch tried frantically to throw the 
engines into reverse, but could not avoid 
colliding with the Spanish cargo ship

Louis DeStefano, 2!,*a Navy electri­ 
cian from Middletown, N Y., said the 
freighter appeared without warning. 
“All you could see was a bow and a 
pair of anchors staring us in the face,” 
he said “It hit us amidships and we went 
down like a rock.” 
The impact knocked the men into the 
sea, pinning many beneath the launch in 
their heavy coats 
Some apparently 
drowned when they tried to swim to the 
main pier several hundreds yards away 
American officials said it was difficult 
to determine exactly how many men 
were aboard the launch since an exact 
count apparently was not taken 


acres of brush 


Fire of unknown origin blackened 125 acres of heavy brush in rugged 
terrain near Campbell Road and Highway 246 Monday, before 
firefighters from five county stations, the U.S. Forest Service and the 
California Division of Forestry brought it under control. 
The fire was first reported at 11:32 a.m. about a mile or a mile-and-a-half 
north of Highway 246. 
No one was injured and no homes or structures were damaged. 
Firefighters from stations in Vandenberg Village, Buellton, Santa Ynez 
and Santa Barbara under the command of Division Chief Richard Minor 
finally controlled the blaze with assistance of water drops from an air 
tanker based in Paso Robles. 
Lompoc Record Photographer Dale Fink, who was hiking up to the fire 
when she was picked up by a fire unit, was temporarily stranded on the front 
lines when fire crossed the road, making a return down the mountain impos­ 
sible until the blaze was controlled.

A PISMO Beach truck driver was critically injured Monday when he lost control of 
his tractor-trailer rig and crashed on Highway 246 and the junction with Highway 1, 
east of Lompoc Donald Earl Mellow, 54, was listed in critical condition in the inten­ 
sive care unit of Cottage Hospital today with a broken right arm, broken right leg, 
facial cuts and possible internal injuries A fork lift had to be used to lift the cab of 
the truck from Mellow s body.

Confirming a story that The Record 
ran last October, the Air Force Systems 
Command in Washington announced to­ 
day that a management reorganization 
decision has been made placing the Air 
Force Eastern Test Range at Patrick 
AFB. Fla., under the Space and Missile 
Test Center (SAMTEC) at Vandenberg 
Air Force Base 
The reorganization move was made 
“to improve management efficiency and 
operational support to Eastern and 
Western test ranges,” the announcement 
said. 
No personnel reduction will be in­ 
volved in the decision, which becomes ef­ 
fective February 1, the announcement 
said. 
As an organization, the Eastern Test 
Range will be redesignated Detachment 
1, SAMTEC. 
The detachment commander, who will 
remain at Patrick AFB as a tenant com­ 
mander, will also serve as the SAMTEC 
deputy commander for the Eastern Test 
Range. 
Cape Canaveral Air Force Station and 
down range tracking stations at Grand 
Bahama, Grand Turk, Antigua and 
Ascension will report to the new Detach­ 
ment 1, SAMTEC. 
SAMTEC now operates the Western 
Test Range and assigning it the Eastern 
Test Range gives that organization con­ 
trol of two similar test and launch sup­ 
port functions. 
SAMTEC will remain organizationally 
responsible to the Space and Missile 
Systems Organization in Los Angeles AF 
Station 
According to General William J. 
Evans, commander of AF Systems Com­ 
mand, “ Innovative management of 
research and development resources in 
an increasingly austere Air Force en­ 
vironment is mandatory ... we must con­ 
tinuously and aggressively seek ways to 
change our way of doing business where 
it will enhance our management and 
operational 
effectiveness 
This re­ 
alignment is a positive step toward bet­ 
ter use of Air Force resources.” 


Theodore Sorensen to be CIA director — 
and permitted Sorensen to withdraw 
without a Senate confrontation 
Aides made it clear that he was not 
prepared to battle for Sorensen, whose 
nomination ran into a number of road­ 
blocks because, among other things, he 
used classified documents in writing his 
memoirs on the Kennedy era. 
Press Secretary Jody Powell said 
Carter would not make another nomina­ 
tion to the supersecret intelligence post 
until after the Inauguration. 
Meantime, the president-elect cleared 
the decks in preparation for turning over 
to the trustee his holdings in the family 
peanut farm and warehouse. 
P ow ell announced Monday that 
Carter’s close friend and confidant, 
Atlanta attorney Charles Kirbo, has been 
named trustee. 
It appeared highly likely the business 
would remain in family hands since 
brother Billy has the first option to lease 
or buy the warehouse and to lease the 
southwest Georgia acreage which has 
been in Carter hands for six genera­ 
tions. 


Carter, who flies to Washington 
Wednesday afternoon, helped to load a 
moving van Monday with some of the 
family 
belongings 
including Amy’s 
dollhouse and his wife Rosalynn’s sewing 
machine. 
While most of the work has been com­ 
pleted on his inaugural address. Carter 
planned to polish the document until the 
last minute. Powell told reporters it was 
“a fine mix of inspiration ...*a call for 
sacrifice and rededication.” 
Carter also was reviewing sub-Cabinet 
appointments and looking over his op­ 
tions for the Vietnam amnesty order 
which he will issue some time next week. 
There were indications that Carter may 
broaden the order to include more 
categories than draft resisters alone. 
On the morning of the Inaugural Thurs­ 
day, Carter was scheduled to attend a 
Baptist worship service before walking 
across the street from Blair House, the 
Presidential guest house, to have coffee 
with President Ford at the White House 
before they ride up Pennsylvania Avenue 
together for the oath taking at the 
Capitol. 
Trenching device rips into 
gas line causing explosion 


A tractor trenching machine ripped 
open an eight-inch natural gas line in 
Cuyama Monday, causing two explosions 
and a fire that destroyed the tractor and 
did an estimated $6,000 damage to three 
county fire trucks. 


No one was injured despite the inten­ 
sity of the flames. The name of the trac­ 
tor operator was not immediately 
available. 


The incident erupted in a field near 
Cuyama High School at about 2 p.m. 
There was a small explosion and fire 
when the tractor first knifed into the 
pipeline, another, bigger explosion when 
the tractor’s diesel fuel tank caught fire; 


and finally a second major explosion that 
showered a large area with flaming 
debris 
The second explosion widened the 
burning area to 100 feet across, ac­ 
cording to county fire officials and sent 
flames 75 to 80 feet into th e,air. 
Firefighters were at the scene when the 
second explosion occurred The intensity 
of the flames forced the firefighters to 
withdraw 300 yards for safety. The 
trucks that w ere dam aged w ere 
parked 100 yards from the pipeline 
break, officials said. 
The pipeline is owned by ARCO. 
County officials today were in­ 
vestigating the incident. 
Sailor drowns at Jalama 


A 22-year-old Mission Hills sailor on 
leave from his ship docked in Long 
Beach, drowned Monday at Jalama 
Beach despite the efforts of a dozen 
rescuers including his own brother. 
Carl M. Waage was pronounced dead 
on arrival at Lompoc Hospital shortly 
after being pulled from shallow water 
He was the son of Mr. and Mrs Carl D 
Waage of 33C1 Via Elba 
Young Waage went to the beach area 
with friends In the company of Mike 
Kluge, Waage went wading in shallow 


water. Kluge told rescuers that he swam 
out further and that was the last he saw 
of his friend before he was pulled from 
the water, was when a large wave hit 
him 
Park Ranger Fred Schooler gave first 
aid assistance and Community Am­ 
bulance crew continued the effort en 
route to the hospital. 
Waage had the rank, MMSN-E3 and 
was attached to the U.S S. Hollister. 
Funeral services were pending in Santa 
Maria today.

Jim Shell of Arroyo Grande 
explained that Alumatec, Inc., 
is in the process of mcor- 
poratmg now. The firm is an 
outgrowth of Scientific Mining 
and Manufacturing, Inc., of 
Santa Clara, of which Shell is a 
limited partner 
Shell stated that the Santa 
Clara firm has been in research 
and development for the past 
three years, working on 
aluminum electro-plating The 
new Lompoc facility will be the 
site of the first aluminum 


electroplating done commer­ 
cially, Shell stated. 
The corporation w ill be 
capitalized at 8300,000 with in­ 
vestors ranging from Santa 
M a ria , Lom poc, A rroyo 
Grande, Goleta, Santa Barbara 
and San Diego Approximately 
850,000 will be expended on

The commission, under the 
project, would pay for the trees 
and their installation instead of 
residents paying for them under

who suggested the project, said 
he thought the trees should be 
planted commercially because 


the city tree crews do not have

He noted there are too many

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Nation's production 
growth rate slows 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
G ross National Product, stalled 
by strik es and industrial reluc­ 
tance to m atch consum er de­ 
m and. slowed to a growth rate 
of only 3 per cent in the fourth 
q u arter of 1976, the Com m erce 
D epartm ent said today. 
D espite the slowdown, the 
b ro a d e s t 
m e a s u re 
of 
th e 
nation's econom ic health in­ 
creased 6 2 per cent for the 
whole year to end two succes­ 
sive years of declines during 
the w orst recession since World 
War II 


T he G N P , a m e a su re of 
nationwide goods and services, 
increased 9 2 per cent in the 
first q u arter, then slowed to 4.5 
per cent in the second quarter, 
3 9 per cent in the third and 3.0 
per cent in the fourth quarter. 
The fourth q u arter rise was the 
lo w est sin ce th e re cessio n 
ended in the second quarter of 
1975 


D r 
Jo h n K e n d ric k , th e 
dep artm en t's 
top econom ist, 
said the 3 per cent growth in the 
fourth q u arter w as “ both bad 


news and good.” The slowdown 
from 3.9 per cent in the third 
quarter w as not sufficient to 
reduce unem ploym ent, he said. 
The nation’s business com ­ 
m unity, he added, allowed in­ 
ventories — stocks on shelves 
and in w arehouses ready for 
sale and shipm ent — to drop to 
the lowest point in a year. 
K endrick said business will 
have to increase production and 
hiring — not only to build inven­ 
tories in 1977 but to m eet con­ 
sum er dem and. 
Besides the general tendency 
to hold down inventories, he 
said, the auto w orkers’ strike 
against Ford rippled through 
the econom y to throw industrial 
production into a two-m onth sl­ 
ump at the sta rt of the fourth 
quarter. 
O ther new governm ent re ­ 
ports have indicated the econo­ 
my is rebounding from a p re­ 
election lull that m ay have cost 
President Ford a full term in 
the White House. 
The 
departm ent 
estim ated 
the G NP stood at $1.28 trillion 
at the end of D ecenjber, up 


from $1.27 trillion in the third 
quarter. 
On an average basis, the GNP 
increased from $1.19 billion in 
1975 to $1.27 billion in 1976 for 
the 6.2 per c en t annual in­ 
crease. The annual average is 
lower than the fourth qu arter 
rate because the econom y con­ 
tinued to grow throughout the 
year although the grow th rate 
was at a w eaker pace each 
quarter. 
The C om m erce D epartm ent 
said inflation also w orsened in 
the final q u arter of 1976, rising 
from a 4.4 per cent annual rate 
in the third q u arter to 6.2 per 
cent in the fourth. 


Sales actually increased in 
the fourth period from the 
third, without consideration of 
inflation, but industry w as ap­ 
parently reluctant to produce 
surplus goods for inventory- 
building 


Except for inventories, the 
departm ent said, m ost other 
economic

for 
the G NP w ere stronger in the 
fourth quarter.

Growing older 


Ontario plan guide for U.S. 


Has Medicare become merely 
another bureaucratic branch of 
government instead of providing the 
necessary m edical care for 
Americans? 
Since many senior citizens pay a 
disproportionate part of their small 
incomes for medical expenses, they 
forego the necessary attention 
which can aptly be termed as 
“ preventative medicine,” 
By this time most of us have 
learned the hard way that Medicare 
doesn’t reimburse us for all of our 
costs of medical care. First, we 
have to take a $60 deductible, with 
anticipation this will be raised in 
1977 Then Medicare pays us only 80 
per cent of what they consider 
“ reasonable” charges but not what 
the doctor actually charges us. And 
the yardstick for measuring the 
“ allowable costs” stretches or 
shrinks in various localities ac­ 
cording to the whim of the clerk 
processing your Medicare claim. 
The price we pay keeps rising. In 
1977 there will be a 19 per cent in­ 
crease in what Medicare recipients 
will pay to cover their share of 
hospitals and nursing homes. 
Maybe it is true, as some people 
say, that our medical bills would be 
less if we didn’t have Medicare. 
Some of us get sick when we get our 
medical bills. Is there a panacea for 
this? Doctors may call it “ socialized 
medicine,” but we have high hopes 
that President Jimmy Carter and 
the new Congress will pass legisla­ 
tion for a National Health Plan. 
W ill 
it work better than 
Medicare? For the answer perhaps 
we should look across our Canadian 
border at the Ontario Health In-

surance Plan. 
It is a comprehensive Ontario 
Province government-sponsored in­ 
surance plan providing a wide scope 
of medical and hospital services, 
with a few exceptions, available to 
all residents regardless of age, state 
of health or financial means. 
Private insurers can provide 
benefits not covered by the plan but 
the costs are carefully watched. 
Many doctors work under the plan 
and they are supervised by the On­ 
tario College of Physicians and 
Surgeons and the Ontario Medical 
Association 
The college had 
adopted and enforces a regulation: 
“ A physician shall be guilty of 
professional misconduct if he 
charges a fee in excess of the OMA 
schedule without prior notification 
to the patient ” 
The Ontario Plan actually pays 90 
per cent of the costs for medical ser­ 
vices required by a subscriber and 
his dependents. These include: 
Physician services at home, office, 
hospital or institution; services of 
specialists; diagnosis and treatment 
of illness or injury; treatment of 
fractures and dislocations; surgery; 
administration of anesthetics; X- 
rays for diagnostic and treatment 
purposes; 
obstetrical care, in­ 
cluding pre-natal and post-natal 
care, and laboratory and clinical 
services directed by a physician. 


The charge for an ambulance is $5 
for a trip 25 miles or less Hospital 
services include a ward room, 
regular hospital nursing service; X- 
rays and laboratory tests; drugs; 
use of operating rooms; and 
anesthetic and radio-therapy 


facilities. And occupational therapy, 
physiotherapy and speech therapy 
are provided for follow-up treat­ 
ment. 
Optometric 
services, 
when 
rendered by an optometrist, are 
reimbursed 90 per cent of the cost. *

covered by the plan are eyeglasses, 
artificial limbs, crutches, etc.; 
private nurses; cosmetic surgery; 
acupuncture, and dental care, un­ 
less it is performed as surgery in a 
hospital. 


Present premium rates are $16 
monthly for one person and $32 
monthly for a family of two or more 
eligible dependents And for those 
who prefer semi-private hospital ac­ 
commodations, there’s an added 
cost of $3 25 monthly for one person 
and $6 50 monthly for a family. For 
residents in the low income 
brackets, special premiums are of­ 
fered based on the persons’s finan­ 
cial tax structure 
Of special interest to those who 
are growing older, effective 
January I, 1972, the Ontario Health 
Plan premiums were abolished for 
residents over 65 who had lived in 
Ontario for at least one year before 
applying for the plan And senior 
citizens are eligible to receive free 
any of the 1,500 prescription 
medicines prescribed by a physi­ 
cian, dentist or qualified health 
practitioner 
Surely, our own 
federal government should be able 
to provide a health insurance plan 
for us as good as the Ontario Plan — 
or possibly one even better

This kid's not 
kidding around 
at race track

NEW YORK (UPI) - People say Steve Cauthen looks like 
a baby, which he does, but all you have to do is talk with him 
a few minutes, or better yet, watch him handle a horse, and 
you can see immediately he’s no adolescent at all. H e’s more 
like a little old man, uncommonly wise beyond his years. 
At 16, Steve Cauthen already is a virtuoso at what he does. 
H e’s still an apprentice jockey, having been riding less than 
a year, but for all the poise and proficiency he shows at such 
an early age, he could be this country’s answer to Romania’s 
15-year-old Nadia Comaneci. 
Young Cauthen does everything so easily, so smoothly, so 
well, the railbirds call him “Stevie Wonder.” 
Last Saturday at Aqueduct, the 95-pound riding sensation 
from Walton, Ky., rode five winners for the second day in a 
row, setting a record for New York with 23 winners in six 
days. Angel Cordero put together 22 victories in the same 
period of time two years ago but Cordero was 32 then. 
Cauthen’s fourth win of the day on Saturday’s card cam e in 
the featured $54,100 Interborough where his horse, Illiterate, 
was on the rail, four lengths off the lead going into the 
stretch With many among the crowd of 15,518 hollering at 
him and pleading with him to make his move, Cauthen 
remained right where he was It was as if he was cast in 
stone He didn’t move a m uscle. He rode so low, he looked as 
if he was part of the horse. 
Finally, at the sixteenth pole, Cauthen felt it was time. He 


had no room to get through, yet somehow he did. He shoe- 
horned Illiterate between two horses in front of him and won 
by a length and a half. The kid from Kentucky then went out 
and finished his work by bringing home his fifth winner in the 
ninth race. 
“ I’ve been in racing more than 30 years and Braulio Baeza 
is the best rider I ever saw, but som etim es when I see this 
boy in the saddle, I think it’s Baeza,” says Lenny Goodman, 
the agent who books the mounts for both Cauthen and Baeza. 
Goodman isn’t given to superlatives. He has been around 
race tracks a long time and has seen a lot of overnight 
fireballs bum out prematurely. He is absolutely sure, 
however, young Steve Cauthen, the son of a Kentucky 
blacksmith, is anything but a fly-by-nighter. 
“ Everybody’s saying he’s gonna be Willie Shoemaker’s 
successor, and maybe he will and maybe he won’t, but I’ll 
tell you this — there was never a jockey of 16 who could ride 
like this kid,” says Goodman. “Right now, there isn’t a rider 
in the country that thinks any better than he does. He’s like 
an old rider. He sits there and waits. He waits as long as he 
has o. Some 16-year olds don’t even know how to cross the 
street and look a* what this kid is doing. He’s unusual. He’s 
not a kid who tains a lot. He listens.” 
Lenny Goodman, 55, is one of the better jockey agents 
around. He doesn’t handle any bums because he doesn’t have 
to. Besides representing Baeza for the past dozen years, he 


has also gotten mounts for such topnotchers as Bill Hartack, 
Bobby Ussery and Johnny Rotz. The last tim e he ever 
handled an apprentice was 25 years ago, so he was somewhat 
restrained when Steve Cauthen’s father approached him 
about taking on his son a few months ago. 
Goodman asked the elder Cauthen how he cam e to see him 
and was told that another agent, Eddie Campbell of Cincin­ 
nati, had recommended him. Goodman liked what the senior 
Cauthen had to say about his son, so he took him on. 


Steve Cauthen rode his first winner last May 27 and has 
ridden 268 so far. Since arriving at Aqueduct toward the end 
of November, he has had 57 winners. All the attention and 
publicity he has received hasn’t turned young Cauthen’s 
head. Not so far, anyway. Goodman doesn’t think it will, 
either. 


“Steve’s a very polite kid,” he says. “ He com es from a 
good family and he isn’t your usual 16-year-old.” 
Not by a long shot. 
With the kind of performances he gave at the track Friday 
and Saturday, Steve Cauthen had a right to live it up a little 
on Sunday, his day off, if he wanted to, but you know what he 
did? 
He stayed in his motel room by himself, boning up on 
history, so he wouldn't fall behind in his high school cor­ 
respondence course.

Benje W illiams’ goals are modest. All he wants is to 
win an NCAA wrestling championship, compete in the 
1980 Olympic Games, and then become a doctor 
And everyone who knows Benje will bet their next 
paycheck that he will accomplish those goals 
At Cabrillo, Williams had a four-year record of 505- 
30-7. 
Recruited by wrestling powerhouse Cal Poly (San 
Luis Obispo), Benje stepped into the starting lineup 
last year as a freshman and compiled a 27-14-1 record. 
This year he’s a team tri-captain and “has been look­ 
ing better than he has ever looked,” according to Poly 
coach Vaughan Hitchcock, who adds. “ I truly believe 
he’ll be an NCAA place winner. There’s no doubt in my 
mind he’s one of the best in his weight (134) in the 
nation.” 
So far this season, against som e of the nation’s top 
competition, Benje has a won-lost record of 19-3. 
Last night Poly, rated fifth in the nation, wrestled in 
Tempe, Arizona, losing 23-12, to 11th rated Arizona 
State Williams scored a 6-5 win, one of only three Poly 
individual wins. 


Hitchcock, fuming at three stalling penalties against 
his wrestlers, pulled his team off the mat after the 177- 
pound match, then returned the team to finish the 
meet. He told ASU officials that Poly would not return 
to Tempe due to the poor officiating. 
One of Benje’s team m ates is Scott Heaton, former

Heaton, 19-4-1 on the

Last year Williams wrestled at 134, then tried to cut 
to 126 for the nationals, but the cut was too much He 
became ill during the Western Regionals and wound up 
in the hospital This year he’ll stay at 134 for the post­ 
season tournament.

Johnny Miller is funnier as a non­ 
winner. 
In the Tucson Open last week, an event 
Miller won with record scores the last 
three years, he had all kinds of putting 
problems as he did the week before in the 
Phoenix Open In discussing his current 
game. Miller says: 
“ Already I’m talking like a has-been, 
trying to explain the way I used to play 
golf But maybe this is the way you are 
supposed to start the year, slowly and 
build up 
You’d never know that by 
watching me the last few years. I used to 
think the only way was to win the 
Phoenix and Tucson opens... 
Miller Barber, the veteran Texan, m is­ 
sed the cut at Tucson. In a way, that’s 
news because last year Barber took 
checks in 26 of the 34 tournaments he 
played in and, while many were looking 
the other way. he became a golfing 
millionaire 


Barber missed the Tucson cut by a 
shot after starting the new year by plac­ 
ing in a tie for 10th at Phoenix.

The only players ever to win more are 
Jack Nicklaus, Arnold Palm er, Billy 
Casper, Lee Trevino, Bruce Crampton, 
Tom Weiskopf, Gene Littler and Gary 
Player Not bad for a man who once was 
willing to settle for the life of a club pro 
in Rye, N Y... 


The spring PGA qualifying school will 
be held at Pinehurst this year and will be 
the last of its kind. Starting with the fall 
school, players trying to win tour cards 
will have to survive a series of qualifying 
rounds to make it. First, there will be 39 
sectional qualifying tournaments with 
the best scorers moving up to four 
regional playoffs of 144 players each. 
Then the top 144 from the four regionals 
will go on to the school with the top cou­ 
ple of dozen finally winning cards. 


Foreigners and players who once had 
cards and then lost them will have to 
take part in the three-tiered qualifying 
the same as any kid coming out of 
college or high school. It could take from 
five to six weeks for a man to make it 
through to the end. 


It was suggested some foreigners, say 
a star such as Severiano Ballesteros of 
Spain, might not want to spend so much 
time simply to win playing privileges on 
the American tour “Then it would be 
that player’s loss, not the American 
tour’s ,’ says PGA Commissioner Deane 
Beman 
“ It has to be the same for 
everyone, and if a foreigner wants to 
play on our tour, then he will have to find 
the time to qualify...” 


Speaking of Beman, writers covering 
tour events are beginning to lose their 
patience with the commissioner who 
seemingly is permitting television to 
take com plete charge, som etim es at the 
expense of writers. Last week in the 
third round of the Tucson Open one so- 
called tv foot soldier (an announcer who 
walks the course and often talks with the 
players in violation of PGA ground 
rules) went too far, as far as the writers 
are concerned As Billy Casper, who had 
shot a fine 69 to challenge for the lead, 
was on his way to the scorers’ tent to 
turn in his card, a foot soldier grabbed 
him for an interview which held up the 
next threesome coming to the 18th green, 
not to mention the scorer and newsmen 
waiting patiently outside the area to talk 
with Casper. 


Under PGA rules issued to newsmen, 
photographers and tv personnel, no one 
under any circum stance is permited to 
“disturb players at their 18th green and- 
or scoring tent until after they have 
checked, signed and returned their 
scorecards to the official scorer.” 


SEATTLE (UPI) — Mel Blount has an 
MVP trophy for his mantel because Joe 
Greene worked up one of those threaten­ 
ing “m ean” looks and told him to stick 
around for the action.

SAN FRANCISCO — (N EA) — In his fourth year of professional 
football, Bertram Hays Jones of Ruston, La,, has reached the pin­ 
nacle. He was named today by Newspaper Enterprise Association 
as winner of the 22nd annual Jim Thorpe Memorial Trophy. 
The Jim Thorpe award, established in 1955, symbolizes the in­ 
dividual performance of football at its best, and during the 1976 
regular season. Bert Jones as quarterback of the Baltimore Colts 
was the best. 
The Thorpe trophy winner is selected for NEA by a leaguewide 
panel of team captains, player representatives and coaches It was 
their judgment that Jones was the most foreceful presence in the 
NFL during the regular season, though there were also brilliant 
contributions made by Ken Stabler, who led Oakland to the Super 
Bowl, and Chicago’s fine young running leader, Walter Payton. 
They trailed Jones in the voting 
He led the Colts to the Eastern Division championship of the 
American Football Conference, as he had the year before, with an 
11-3 record He threw for more yards, 3,104, than any other 
quarterback in the NFL. and his total of 24 touchdown passes was 
second only to that of Oakland’s Ken Stabler. 
But beyond the statistics, Jones established himself as a flam­ 
boyant field general, a natural leader, an imposing physical 
presence as both a runner and passer and. at the age of 25. one of 
the great modem quarterbacks. 
One might say he comes by his talent through heritage. His 
father. Dub Jones, was a brilliant running back and receiver with 
the early Cleveland Browns — he still shares the N FL record for 
scoring six touchdowns in one game Young Bert grew up around 
professional football as a youngster in training camps. 
But when it came to performance, he made it on his own At 
Louisiana State University, he was a unanimous All-American and 
the second player chosen in the 1973 player draft He came to a 
staggering Baltimore team which suffered through 4-10 and 2-12 
seasons as Bert learned his job under fire Both he and the other 
young Colts came alive in '75, ousting Miami as the division cham­ 
pion And this past season they settled down as one of the out­ 
standing teams in the game 
This is the third straight year that a quarterback has won pro 
football's most prestigious award. Bert Jones' immediate 
predecessors were Francis Tarkenton of Minnesota in 1975 and 
Stabler in ’74 
He keeps good company.

Warren said a major reason 
farm land has been lost to 
development is because the 
property has been taxed so 
highly that farmers cannot af­ 
ford to keep it under cultiva­ 
tion 
Under the bill <AB222>. cities 
and counties would be required 


to map prime farm land and of­ 
fer to put it 
with a few excep­ 
tions — 
into agricultural 
preserves, which could be as­ 
sessed at lower property tax 
rates 
Once the land is certified by a 
state Agricultural Resources 
Council. no city or county would 
be permitted to allow subdivi­ 
sion into parcels smaller than 
80 acres except in a few specif ic 
situations 
Warren said prime agricul­ 
tural land represents too large 
an investment by all Californi­ 
ans and is too important to the 
economy and employment in 
California to permit It to be 
paved over by a relatively few 
speculators and development 
interests '

Attacking unemployment 


The 95th Congress has got­ 
ten off to a rousing start, 
targeting on m easures to 
stimulate the economy. 
Liberal Democrats, 41 of 
t h e m in the H o u s e of 
Representatives, are urging 
approval of a $30 billion 
pr og r a m 
for 
e c o n o m i c 
stimulus. 
They want this stimulus to 
be largely in the form of jobs 
creation, rather than tax cuts. 
The $30 billion figure is far 
above the package expected to 
be reported to be in the $15 
billion range. 


The Chairman of a public 
Works Subcommittee, Rep. 
Robert Roe, Democrat from 
New Jersey, has introduced a 
bill which would triple the ex­ 
isting $2 billion public works 
job authorization passed last 
year. His bill has 175 co­ 
sponsors. 


A Republican from Connec­ 
ticut, Rep. Donald Sarasin,

creation bill which takes a dif­ 
ferent approach to the 
problem. The bill calls for a 
reduction in individual and 
corporate incom e taxes, 
through a variety of ways, in 
order to s t i m u l a t e the 
economy to produce jobs. In 
addition, the measure would 
replace the Summer Youth 
E m p l o y m e n t 
P r o g r a m , 
redirect portions of the 
Comprehensive Employment 
and Training Act and provide 
the private sector with tax in­ 
centives for the hiring of the 
long-term employed. 
We don’t believe that the 
jobless crisis is going to be 
solved with the dumping of 
billions of dollars in tax funds 
in public service employment. 
Some contributions will cer­ 
tainly be necessary, but long­ 
term employment comes from 
private enterprise and it would 
seem that any incentive given 
private enterprise to expand 
would be the logical solution to 
the problem. 


Expensive field trip! 


Hardly had the school board approved 
the use of general fund monies to aid the 
Fillmore School class go to the Presiden­ 
tial Inauguration than opposition began 
to surface. 
This reporter approved the idea of the 
trip, for whatever that approval repre­ 
sents, but I was and still am opposed to 
the use of taxpayers’ 
money for that kind of 
purpose Trustee Gail 
Steiger made the mo­ 
tion to grant the stu­ 
dents, $2,350 based on 
her feeling that it 
would be a splendid 
opportunity 
for the 
youngsters 
Trustees 
Karl Braun. Barbara 
Berg and Jack Helman 
added their votes of 
approval 
Helman it 
should be noted is the 
o n ly t r u s t e e who 
voiced any serious op­ 
position based on his 
feelings that the ac­ 
tion might 
open the 
door to other requests; requests, it 
seemed implied that would have to be 
turned down, because there has to be a 
limit on the expenditure of funds for 
isolated advantages. 
It should also be noted that Helman got 
in his Aye of approval after a stutter step 
of hesitation. He was obviously and 
sincerely concerned about the expen­ 
diture of such a large sum of money for 
what constituted a field trip for 32 stu­ 
dents The number of students was later 
reduced by one when the child’s parents 
withdrew her for personal reasons 
It should also be noted Supt. Clarence 
Bloom recommended that the students 
be perm itted to make the trip to 
Washington, but that he did not recom­ 
mend that the school board authorize any 
money. T hat’s the way the Record had it 
from the outset. The emphasis is made 
here because this reporter has seen one 
letter which states that Bloom “ recom­ 
mended and the school board approved 
$2,XjO for the trip. That would imply that 
Bloom asked the board for money, when 
m fact, he did not. It should also be noted 
that Berg had some questions about the 
project that resolved into a simple ques­ 
tion about the short space of time in 
which the children and their proponents 
would have »to raise the money. 
It should also be noted that board 
chairman Richard K Jacoby was ab­ 
sent. 
On Wednesday, this reporter learned 
that a district staff member queried the 
county counsel about the legality of 
spending general fund money for that 
purpose. The query gave rise to rumors 
that the county counsel said it was not a 
legal use of taxpayers’ money. 
In fact, the counsel, Don Vickers told 
this reporter that it was legal to spend 
the money for transportation but not for 
food, lodging or o th e r ex p en ses. 
Presumably this would include spending 
for transportation for the 11 chaperones. 
To re-emphasize, Vickers said the use 
was legal. 
At this juncture I don’t think anyone 
would challenge that concept, although it 
might prove fruitful to explore the 
education code further to see if other 
sections m ight not possibly cast a 
shadow over that type of expenditure 
There are some interpretations of the 
code that are hazy, at least in this 
reporter’s mind. 
This is not to impeach the fine com­ 
munity spirit that resulted in raising

about $5,000 to aid the F illm o re 
youngsters. Some old tim ers recall the 
effort in December 1960 when the com­ 
munity raised $26,000 to send Lompoc 
High School band to the inauguration of 
the late John Kennedy. It is not im­ 
m ediately clear w hether the school 
board contributed any money for the 
trip. 
This reporter believes the school board 
needs to establish a policy that would 
more specifically cover the question It 
is not enough to simply note that funds 
can be spent on transportation for field 
trips. T hat’s the way the code reads. It 
was an awful lot of money for the ex­ 
press benefit of one classroom of stu­ 
dents. 
One opponent feels that money is too 
hard to come by these days and notes 
th at two schools are closed down 
because of the economic pinch. 
It seems to this reporter that the board 
has alw ay s found th e m oney for 
w h a te v e r it w a n te d to buy or 
finance. Readers may recall the bus 
bam which was built on the central ad­ 
ministration grounds on A Street. Propo­ 
nents may be able to show that it was 
just plain dollar and cents wisdom to 
build the bam and thus protect the buses. 
Nevertheless, there were a lot of voices, 
both in and out of the administration that 
were raised against the expenditure. 


There were also voices raised here and 
th ere a g a in st th e school b o a rd 's 
authorization of $200 to send the board’s 
student representative to a state school 
board meeting in San Diego recently. 
Few students or other school-connected 
personnel ever enjoy that kind of 
benefaction, ever in their lives. 


But the list goes on and on. Form er 
Supt Glenn Wegner told this reporter 
shortly before he departed the scene 
here that the big difference in education 
today was that no one would do anything 
without being paid for it The implication 
was th a t in fo rm e r days people 
enthusiastically did all kinds of chores 
because they wanted to help. 


Not long ago a few adm inistrators 
received $1,600 each to help the school 
board negotiate a salary package for 
employes. That seemed like a wrong 
thing to do and this reporter told Assis­ 
tant Supt. Alice Milligan, who probably 
had nothing to do with the authorization 
for the payment, that it was cruel, con­ 
sidering the plight of the taxpayer. 
All these things should be reviewed

WASHINGTON - William "Fishbait” 
Miller, the guardian of many Washington 
confidences and House doorkeeper for 24 
years, has written a tell-all book. The 
news should send dozens of notables 
scurrying for the storm cellars. 
The frog-throated Fishbait. who used 
to proclaim to the House the arrival of 
presidents and poten­ 
tates, became one of 
its 
m o st 
c o lo rfu l 
characters. But he lost 
favor in 1975 and was 
voted out of office. 
He wasted no time 
brooding over the ig­ 
nominy. Instead, he 
go t to g e th e r w ith 
ghostw riter Frances 
Spatz Leighton and 
began work on his 
memoirs. He is now 
hiding out in Atlanta, 
waiting for the roof to 
fall in when the book is 
published later this 
year. 
Some of Fishbait’s 
recollections are so torrid that Prentice- 
Hall’s lawyers are still debating whether 
to strike out the names. But here are a 
few highlights that have been cleared: 
— While Richard Nixon occupied the 
White House, he traveled up to Capitol 
Hill every year to lunch with key con­ 
gressmen 
Fishbait swears that one 
luncheon was “bugged’’ by the president. 
He wanted to find out what the congres­ 
smen out of his earshot were saying 
about him, alleges Fishbait. (The Secret 
S ervice is unaware of any such 
recordings, a spokesman said.) 
— Fishbait even reveals the deepest 
secret of his idol, the late House Speaer 
Sam Rayburn. It was always thought 
that Rayburn, after a short, disastrous 
m arriage, preferred politics to pretty 
women 
But according to Fishbait, 
Rayburn was deeply in love for years 
with a m ature, secret m istress. Every 
time they had a tryst in their love nest 
off the Capitol grounds, recalls Fishbait, 
Rayburn would return positively glow­ 
ing 
— But the champion lovemaker, as 
Fishbait tells it, was the late, flam­ 
boyant Rep. Frank Boykin (D-Ala ). His 
campaign motto was “ Everything is 
made for love.’’ and he practiced what 
he preached. Fishbait says Boykin was 
once caught by a relative in a hotel bed 
with two beauties. Unabashed, Boykin 
engaged the ladies in casual conversa­ 
tion as they got dressed. 
— Fishbait also confides that a number 
of homosexual senators and congres­ 
smen led clandestine lives without detec­ 
tion on Capitol Hill But apparently, their 
names will be removed by the lawyers. 
The irre p re ssib le F ish b ait drops 
names on every page of the book. He 
tells how he served as a tipster for young 
J a c k ie B o u v ier when she w as a 
photographer-reporter for the defunct 
Washington Times-Herald. But he got in 
trouble with the man she married, then- 
Sen. John F. Kennedy (D-Mass.), by in­ 
troducing him in the middle of a big fund- 


raiser. Kennedy complained that the 
goof brought the affair to an early 
climax and cost donations. 
When Hubert Humphrey was vice 
president, he once became irritated with 
Fishbait for introducing him as “ Gab­ 
by.’’ Earlier, President Harry Truman 
invited Fishbait to the White House. The 
bluntspoken Truman took the occasion to 
berate Gen. Douglas MacArthur 
Fishbait tells what he thinks of the 
congressmen he was obliged to please to 
keep his job, ranging from ex-Rep.

A federal tax lien has been filed 
against Mitchell in both Washington and 
New York The records specify that he 
owes the government $26,060 for 1973 and 
an additional $33 for 1974. 


The Internal Revenue Service slapped 
Mitchell with an assessment in August, 
1975. but couldn't collect the money. The 
lien was filed against him last March. 
The em battled Mitchell is appealing 
his W atergate conviction and disputing 
the tax bill. Through his attorney, Plato 
Cacheris, the nation’s former chief law 
enforcement officer told us the tax claim 
is “ in dispute.”

system, as a grocery delivery truck and 
as limousine service to the bridge club 
The system also would put to an end 
another electronic marvel: the guy in the 
television commercial who roars into his 
driveway at about 75 miles an hour, 
screeching to a halt after laying down 110 
feet of skid m arks and pounding on the 
car door while shouting at his sweetly 
smiling wife. “ Bertha, can’t you keep 
Egbert’s tricycle out of the driveway?” 
Yes, headache product sales would fall 
off catastrophically if this electronic 
car-road marvel is perfected 
Or would they? 
My experience with electronic devices 
— television sets, newswire subsets and 
computers — leaves me with some 
doubts as to whether all our problems 
would really be solved once transporta­ 
tion becomes a science. 
1 can see it now: you get in your car, 
set the indicator at H and North and head 
off for an outing down south without a 
care. 
Bui at the com er of Seventh and 
Ocean, blooey! Out goes a transform er 
or a condenser or a transistor or 
something 
There’s nothing to do but call the 
repairman. And he’ll tell you over the 
phone. “Sorry, Mac. I’ll get there as soon 
as I can. but I’ve got three color tv sets, 
a radar oven and one mis-focused laser 
beam ahead of you.” 
So there you are — stalled on the 
e l e c t r o n i c h i g h w a y a w a i t i n g a 
repairman who m *y be hours in getting 
there. You have one consoliation. You 
are perfectly safe as the magic eyes in 
the roadside berms guide traffic around 
you 
Finally the repairman arrives and 
looks under the hood 


“Tsk. tsk, tsk!” he says. “ Sorry, Mac. 
It looks like we’ll have to take the engine 
in and put it on the bench a few days. I 
can’t be sure, but it looks like a fried 
rheostat. Looks bad Not good at all! 
Besides, you’ve got a weak 6BW8A tube 
in the brakes and a fused diode in the 
windshield wipers.” 


That is just one of the few potential 
problems. If you are into electronic com­ 
munications at all, you probably are 
aware that there are some clever little 
whimsies to it. 


Suppose, for example, that you are 
planning a family outing to Disneyland 
for the weekend and you’re merrily on 
your way. All of a sudden a weak skip 
signal from San Francisco bounces off 
the ionosphere. The next thing you know 
you’re having filet of sole almondine at 
Fisherm an’s Wharf or prime rib at 
Rickey’s! 


I am not at all sure this electronic 
automobile-highway business is going to 
work Besides all of the signals, radar 
beeps and impulses and the like that will 
be transm itted and received by the car, 
which are unnerving in themselves, 
there is one other problem that the scien­ 
tists working on the project obviously 
haven’t taken into consideration. 


Just think of the ghastly long extension 
cord it is going to require to keep your 
car plugged in to the electrical outlet at 
home! 


Washington calling

WASHINGTON

President-elect 
Jim m y Carter has assembled a first-rate 
administration. This is obvious even to 
one who has been out of touch with the 
day-to-day news on a brief vacation in 
the warm sun of southern Mexico. 
Fault finding with individual choices, 
such as that of Griffin 
Bell to be attorney 
general, was to be ex­ 
pected, but surely a 
president is entitled to 
have a close associate 
out of the past in that 
most sensitive of of­ 
fices. 
This was true when 
Pr es id e nt John F 
Kennedy nam ed his 
brother, R obert, to 
that post and thereby 
drew down a loud out­ 
cry. But Robert Ken­ 
nedy. st anding up 
against the pressures 
of J. Edgar Hoover 
and the other con­ 
flicting forces in the Department of 
Justice, proved a stern taskm aster. He 
was a tower of strength for his brother 
when the catastrophe of the Bay of Pigs 
broke early in the new P resident’s 
tenure with hawks in the Pentagon bent 
on sending bombers over Cuba. 
So with the new team in place, and 
even some of the secondary appoint­ 
ments named, all is in readiness for the 
starter’s signal. It is a momentous begin­ 
ning for the new President and for the 
nation. 
When Richard Nixon was forced to 
resign or face impeachment, the glib 
pronouncement was that here was proof 
the system worked. In a limited sense 
this was true Nixon’s successor, Gerald 
Ford, proved to be a decent and 
honorable man confronted with a crisis 
far beyond his capacities. He was the 
first President never to have been 
elected to the office 
But his was a negative presidency with 
the veto as a continuing weapon turned 
against the Democratic Congress. As 
Ford constantly claimed during the cam ­ 
paign, recovery from the recession had 
begun 
It was, however, a faltering 
recovery with the rise in the rate of un­ 
employment to 8.1 per cent a signal that 
the decline was far from ended. At the 
same time the rise in wholesale food 
prices made any substantial decline in 
the rate of inflation unlikely if not impos­ 
sible. 
Now with the starter's gun about to 
sound, there will be a true test of the 
system A Democratic President with an 
overwhelmingly Democratic Congress 
must demonstrate that constructive 
steps can be taken to put the jobless back 
to work without initiating a new sprial of 
inflation. 
What is more, the President is a 
Southerner and his election was a symbol 
of a party long divided between North 
and South brought together for the first 
time since the era of Franklin Roosevelt 
Carter is the first President out of the 
old Confederacy since 1848 Surely even 
the troglodytes seemingly set in the con­ 
crete of permanent com m ittee chair­ 
manships in Congress will use some 
restraint in their approach to the Carter 
program. 
But when all this is said, putting the 
b est possible t e r m s on the new 
presidency, it must be added that on its 
face the task he confronts is an impossi­ 
ble one The narrow channel between the 
Scylla of inflation and the Charybdis of 
unemployment is beset with treacherous 
shoals daunting to a far m ore ex­ 
perienced m ariner than Carter. 
The optimistic prediction is that the 
Carter tax-cut plan will reduce un­ 
employment from three-quarters of a 
point to a full point, bringing the rate 
down to say seven per cent. 
But the catch is what this can mean for 
the rate of inflation. It has been held 
down at the grim cost of as many as 8 
million jobless plus an even larger total 
of those who gave up looking for jobs. 
As poll after poll has shown, it is infla­ 
tion that cuts deepest with the voter who 
has a job and is comparatively comfor­ 
table, if not affluent. The squeeze of 
higher and higher prices, many in 
monopoly situations such as telephone 
rates unlikely to come down in the 
foreseeable future, is the threat to the 
Carter administration in the first year or 
tv/o of a first term when campaign 
promises are still remembered 
Complicating the Carter dilemma is 
the parlous state of the economy in 
Western Europe and Japan and the shaky 
Third World where oil price increases 
have contributed to a fantastic debt 
burden. The world looks to Washington 
for leadership and not only leadership, 
but direct aid in a ratio that has been 
steadily falling as we become more and 
more preoccupied with our own troubles. 
Yet for all the hazards ahead the new 
administration means action and that is 
profoundly welcome It means an end of 
the stalemate. It could even mean the 
kind of innovation that Jim m y Carter 
talked about in that long campaign 
So with a new year and a new start 
there is hope.
